CONDUCT OF THE PRIMARY. 

The chairman of the local commit- 
tee usually calls the meeting to order 
and reads the committee's call. A 
chairman and a secretary having been 
elected—u viva voce—the caucus 
P to the nominations of candi- 
dates for the various places to 
filled. Names of a number of 
zens may be brought forward, 
their comparative merits discussed be- 
fore the meeting. If choice is to be 
by ballot a committee is appointed to 
receive and count the ballots, and the 
Official voting lists are referred to to 
determine whose votes may be ac- 
cepted. Almost invariably, in order to 
avoid waste of time in securing a ma- 
jority, those who receive the largest 
number of Votes on the first ballot are 
declared nominated. Frequently, when 
party rules or legal enactments do not 
require a ballot, choice is made by ac- 
clamation. ch legate receives a 
statement of his election, signed by the 
chairman and the secretary of the 
caucus. This is called his ‘“‘credential,” 
and entitles him to sit In the conven- 
tion to which he is delegated. 

A caucus may “instruct” its dele- 
gates to vote for the State candidate, 
and may require candidates nomi- 
mated for the State Legislature to 
podge themselves to vote, if elected, 
or a certain person for United States 
Senator. 

In many of the States the primaries 
are actually elections merely, no oppor- 
tunity being given for the discussion 

men or measures. The decision as 
to candidates then takes place in the 
committee or other private gathering 
of local politicians, before the voters 
assemble in the primary. A primary 
or caucus may elect delegates to as 
many as six or more annual conven- 
tions, and in those years when a 
Presidential election occurs the num- 
ber ts larger still. ' 
THE CRAWFORD COUNTY CAUCUS. 

An exceptional form of the primary 
originated in Crawford county, Pa., 
and is called by the county name. It 
does away with nominating conventions 
of delegates, and permits the voters 
of the party to vote by ballot at the 
polls for their party candidates. This 
first election is conducted like a regu-. 
lar legal election, but the voters are 
those of a single party only. The sys- 
tem is used in some of the counties 
and districts in’ a dozen or more of 
the States. 

THE COUNTY CONVENTION. 

The county,committee for each party 
calls a county convention and specifies 
the number of delegates to which éach 
city and town is entitled. The com- 
mittee chairmam calls the meeting to 
order, and reads the “call.” A tem. 
porary chairman and recretary are 
then chosen, ond a Committee on 
Credentials appointed. These last ex- 
amine the credentials of the delegates, 
and in case there are two sets of dele.
